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John Hunt, the Apostle of Fiji 





4s John Hunt lay dying in Fiji he said 
Let ! zo—a heap of inconsistencies 
acks ngs and unfaithfulness. Let me

myself—to heaven. There is nothing in 
- as example to recommend, which 
is not uch better furnished in the 
lines f many which have been 
writte So he thought in all 
since! His ideals were not realized; 
the wé he wanted to do was left un 
done rtunately, his associates thought 
differently A suitable memoir was pub 
lished. His biographer says that the con 
ceit of an olden time gave the famous 
ones of earth a place in the sky, and 


traced their images in groups of stars. 
“And the lives of such as have been 
great in their goodness, are to be remem- 
pered for the cheering and guiding of 
those whose voyage is not yet done, and 
over whom the night still gathers.” His 
character and struggles and achieve- 
ments entitie him to be held in everlast- 
ing remembrance and honor. 

John Hunt was born at Hykeham Moor, 
near Lincoln, England, June 13,1812. His 
father and mother were honest and indus- 
trious. Neither of them could read. 
John’s school days were passed under 
the parish pedagogue. At the age of ten 
he left school to work on a farm. He 
was not handy at his work, and a sense 
of inferiority annoyed him. Because he 
could not handle a fork, or crack a whip, 
or tie up a plow-line as skilfully as his 
work-fellows, he was held in contempt 
by them, and nicknamed after an idiot in 
the village. Because his health was not 
robust he was recommended to be a tail- 
or. He worked on the farm till he was 
fifieen, but all the while he was meditat- 
ing other things. His father had been a 
soldier and had served in the navy and 
had marvelous tales of danger and brav- 
ery to tell. The son resolved that he 
would be a hero. He would do deeds of 
mighty prowess; he would command an 
ever-victorious army: he would return 
home covered with glory and laden with 
fabulous wealth to be the joy and pride 
and support of his aged parents. He be- 
came a hero, but it was in another war- 
fare and with other weapons. His hero- 
ism far exceeded that of his youthful 
dreams. 

His parents made no profession of re- 
ligion. His mother seldom went to 
church. jut she taught her children to 
admire and practice all things of good re- 
port, and warned them against idleness, 
theft, ar swearing, and 
She taught them to pray and to respect 
the ministers of religion. John believed 
all he was taught about prayer and provi- 
lence and acted upon his convictions, He 
asked God to protect him against thunder 
and dogs and Gypsies and other things.

As he grew older and became more skill- 
ful in his work he prayed less and lost 
much of his earnest feeling about relig 
ion. When he was sixteen years of age 
he fell sick with brain fever. The 
thought of death was brought to him as 
hever before. He felt that it would be 
of no use to promise the Lord to serve 
him if he would spare his life, as he had 
often made and broken such promises. 
The only thing to do was to begin to 
Serve God then and there according to 
the light he had. So he fell on his knees

light. As he read and prayed light came 

In his convalescence some of his for 
mer wild companions called to see him 
He could no longer sympathize with 
them. He realized that their paths and 
his must be widely separated henceforth 
He visited some godly neighbors and 
spoke to them of what was uppermost in 
his thoughts. He told his mother of his 
intention of becoming an avowed and 
thorough Christian. He attended public 
worship constantly and soon began to 
speak. Working for a farmer who had a 
library containing the works of Wesley 
Paley, Dwight, Horne, Mason and others, 
he used his scanty leisure in diligent 
study. New thoughts iijled his mind 
he worked with his team or followed the 
plow. The Bible was the center of all his 
study. While he was engaged in his daily 
toil he meditated upon some great Bibli 
cal thought. Only once did this interfere 
with his regular work. His employer 
told him to take a load of grain to mar- 
ket. He rose, fed the horses, and made 
all preparations for the journey. Mean- 
while he got hold of some specially in- 
teresting topic, for he harnessed the 
horses, and went to market with an emp- 
ty wagon.

Knowing his consistent life and studi- 
ous habits, his employer asked him to 
give a short address at the chapel the fol- 
lowing Sunday evening, as there would 
be no minister present. He was alarmed 
at the thought, but as others joined in 
the request he gave a timid consent. His 
thoughts found expression. in fitting 
words. His address warmed the hearts 
of the simple villagers, and helped them 
to go forth more cheerily to their next 
day's toil. As elements of power began 
to show themselves in him, he was asked 
to speak in another village. He was dis- 
tressed at this request and asked his em 
ployer about it. That good man answer- 
ed, “If the Lord calls thee to the work, 
He'll give thee tools to work with.” John 
made careful preparation and went to the 
place. When he rose to speak his mind 
became confused and his thoughts van- 
ished. He returned home discouraged 
and sad. He found comfort in resolving 
never again to meddle with what was 
clearly no business of his. His friends 
urged him to make a fresh trial. Some 
time after, on speaking in another vil- 
lage, the people were greatly pleased and 
expressed a desire to hear him often. He 
was in serious doubt as to whether the 
Lord wanted him to preach. For a time 
he would not listen to the encouraging 
words of hiS friends, or admit that his 
efforts had been owned of the Lord. He 
prayed that he might know that it was 
the will of God that he should preach the 
gospel In answer to his prayer all 
doubts and misgivings passed away, and 
from that time till the day of his death 
that conviction was never disturbed. 

Being aware of his lack of culture he 
caught at every chance of training his 
mind. He attended a night school, where 
he had lessons in writing and in gram- 
mar. He spoke much to village congre- 
gations. All the while he was working 
on the farm, and did not cheat his em-

held their attention. The listeners heard 
enough to convince them that he would 
not always hold the plow. 

When he was asked if he did not think 
of giving himself wholly to the work of 
the ministry, he declared that a sense of 
his unfitness made him shrink altogethe1 
from such a suggestion But he con 
fessed that he had an ambition to go to 
the Cape of Good Hope as a servant to 
Laidman Hodgson, a missionary at work 
there He thought he could do garden 
ing and farm work, and perhaps teach th« 
children in the Sunday school, and preach 
to the English settlers. As he continued 
preaching and studying he gained in pow 
er. He was sought, not only by countrys 
congregations, but by city congregations 
also, who listened to him with delight 
His defects were forgotten in admiration 
of his genius. Sometimes whole audi 
ences would bow before the uplifting of 
his hard, rough hand, and tears and sobs 
showed how his ungrammatical appeals 
were reaching heart and conscience, He 
said, “I see, that to be useful as a public 
speaker, I must be eminent as a private 
Christian.” The power he exercised in 
the pulpit he had gained in the closet. 

While he was an acceptable preacher, 
he never lost his desire to be a mission- 
ary He clung to the thought of going 
to the Cape, and hoped that he would re 
ceive an appointment to that Colony. He 
went to London for a conference with 
the Missionary Committee. He was 
found far above the average candidate 
and was accepted. But before sending 
him out it was decided to send him to the 
Theological Institution in order that he 
might be better prepared for work on the 
field. For two years he applied himself 
to his studies with characteristic earnest- 
ness, and made rapid progress. While 
in school he frequently preached, and 
with marvelous power. He wrote to a 
friend, “The Lord has made me a bless 
ing since I came to London.” A gracious 
revival visited the Institution. The stu 
dents were quickened and their audiences 
discovered that they preached with new 
powel! Instead of waiting till they had 
completed their sttudies and had given 
their full time to ministerial employment, 
hey addressed themselves to the evil and 
wretchedness about them. They took the 
poorer districts as their scenes of work, 
and went from house to house trying to 
do good, and not without marked suc- 

As his college course drew to a close 
t was apparent that a great change had 
taken place in him. Much of the rough- 
ness had gone, but his sterling worth re- 
mained. His appearance, manner and 
dress were in keeping with his character. 
When he stood up to speak everything 
about him struck the audience with the 
idea of power. He was tall and well pro-

FIRST DISTRICT CONVENTION. 

The convention of the First district, 
composed of the ten northwestern coun- 
ties of Illinois, met at Walnut, Bureau 
county, May 22-24. Representatives from 
almost every church were present and 
the enrollment of outside delegates was 
127. This is a fine convention for a dis 
trict that has only twenty-three churches 
and missions. 

The program was of a very high order. 
Those from outside the district assisting 
on the program were C. C. Smith, Lura 
Thompson, Irene Ridgely, J. Fred Jones, 


Will F. Shaw, President R. E. Hierony- 
mus, H. E. Monser and C. A. Young of 
the Christian Century. One of the fea- 


tures of the conventio.. program of un 
usual interest was the Christian Union 
Symposium. Rev. J. A. Pierce, pastor of 
the Baptist church at Sterling, spoke on 
Points of Agreement Between Baptists 
and Disciples. He spoke like a prophet. 
His message is practically the message 
of the thoughtful preachers among the 
Disciples. He pleaded for a reunion of 
the two great immersionist bodies who so 
unmistakably separated years ago. C. 
Young of the Christian Century, respond- 
ed in a most ‘happy vein, indicating the 
difficulties to be overcome before a re 
union could take place which were to be 
surmounted by loyalty to Jesus. All the 
addresses were of high order. The pres 
ident’s address by Dr. C. C. Kost was an 
unusually thoughtful production and indi- 
cated a great amount of prayerful 
thought on the missionary problems of 
the Disciples. 

The report of the secretary and treas 
urer, O. F. Jordan of Rockford, showed 
that the churches had given the largest 
amount in their history to district mis- 
During the past year the district 
funds had assisted in fostering the infant 
churches at Rock Falls and Polo, and in 
founding a new church at Savanna. The 
convention recommended that $500 be 
raised by the churches the coming year 
and the representatives of the churches 
accepted apportionments to more than 
cover the amount. David Wolf of La- 
nark then offered in addition to these 
funds, $100 if Freeport would be entered 
This amount has been accepted and a 
committee will soon visit Freeport to spy 
out the land. If there is an open door 
there the work will begin in the fall.-
